Thoufand Honeft Offers, of Surrendring 
all they had in the World to them ; nay, 
and while that all was confiderable coo, if 
Mens Paffions had not over-ryl’d their 
Reafon ; who being deny’d Terms, have 
been pu:fud with Commiifions, and Har- 
ra(s'd with all forts of Cruelty, till they 
had wafted, in the Lingring Death of a Pri- 
fon that they had to offer, and made ut- 
terly uncapable, cither to help themfelves 
or their Creditors 3 and fon. of cthefeMen 
of better Charaéters (asking their Pardon) 
than any of thofe that appear'd agaioft 
hem. 
: Icome now to thele Gentlemens Wife 
Arguments, and Tam Sorry to fee, one 
Wife and Honeft Man ted away by this 
Multitude, tofall in with (ach Imperfeét 
Notions, to leave it to the Oath of the Deb- 
tor, Expofes the Creditor fay they, to 
Cheats and Frauds ofeevery Man. that 
will be a Rogue, and forfwear himfelf. 
Alas! who doubts it ? and this is Ar- 
guing againit the whole Bill 5 and yet thele

Brethren in Cruelty, that left the Honeft 
Debtors fhould efcape your Hands, Sum- 
mon’d you up, rais'd the Pofé, brought 


up their Mob, Stock-Jobber, and Broker, 


Hand in Hand with the Draper, to make 
a Fonathan’s Coffee-houfe, at the RBar of the 
Houle of Lords, and Clan:cur thofe Fami- 
lies into Mifery now, that they had trick’d 


and Cheated iato Mifchiefs befcre ? 


Nor are they Guilty of the Deftruétion 
of the Perfonsonly ; but, Gentlemen, You 
are the Thieves, of every Penny of the 
Publick Steck of the Nation, that thefe 
People are. forc’d in this mean time, to 
carry away with them into Foreign Coun- 
tries, 

You are the Ruine of every Englifh Ma-

Will you expeét 
to find any feparate Advantage, by the in- 
termediate Profecutions of this or that 
Perfon, but what a Statute at the next 
Seffion fhall retrieve ? ———= You fay, that 
next Seffion you will join with thefe Gen- 
tlemen, in a Bill for General Relief-——— 
I cell you, you know not what Spi- 
rit you are of, you would be farther from it 
next Year, than you are now; becaufe all 
you have made of the Poor Debtor in the 
mean time, muft be Refunded, and be- 
caufe he will have lefs to fatisfie you then, 
than now; andI would be glad any Man 
would Calculate for che Publick Ufe————- 
How much Creditors Money, fhall be Spent 
this Year, in meer Bread and Sublifience, 
for the Families of your Poor Debtors, 
who, while you keep them hid and Cone 
ceal’d, muft Live and be Fed 3 how much 
your City Thieves, the Comm/Mioners, 
fall Expend this Year, at the Jrifh ~hamb- 
er at Cuild- Hall, tothe Tune of 10 to 
aol. a Sitting, with its Et Cetera’s, to De- 
ftruy the Effares of the Bankrupt, and leave 
him nothing to Pay ? 

Who fhall Anfwer for thefe things, Gen- 
tlemen ? And with what Face.can you 
blame a Debtor, that thall referve Ae 
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felf, and his Effedts till next Year, to fee 
if you will be as guud as your Words ?
